It has been the author's 
ſtudy to examine into the accuracy oi dates, and recon- 
eile the difference of hiſtorians, who vary in nothing more 
than in the times when events happened, owing to dit- 
ferent commencements of the year with different people. 
The Jews began the year with the month of March; the 
Athenians, with June ; the Macedonians,. with the 24th 
of September; the Chriſtians of Egypt and Ethiopia, with 

the 29th or zoth of Auguſt; the Perfians and Armenians, 
with the 11th of the ſame month; but moſt Chriſtians of 
the Weſtern world reckon from the iſt of January. In- 
deed, from the Roman Conqueſt to Bede, time ſeems to 
have been computed from Chriſtmas day. The Saxon 
chronicle begins the year from the birth of our Lord. 
At the beginning of the 13th century ſome compured from 
the Annunciation, ſome from the Nativity, ſome from 
the Circumciſion, and others from the Paſſion of our Lord; 
of courſe, there was no fixed rule of computing in Ger- 
vaſe of Canterbury's time. Matt. Paris, Matt. Weſtminſ- 
ter, Ralph de Diceto, and Polydore Virgil, place the 
_ Coronation of William I. on Chriſtmas day, 1067.— 
Hence it appears, that they began the year on that day. 
Walſingham and Brompton refer it to Chriſtmas day, 1066, 
which proves, that they did not begin the year till after 
that day. At the Reformation, the year was appointed 
10 begin on the 25th of March; but others ſay, in, 1265 
that being ſuppoſed by ſome, to have been the day when 
the world was created, and when Chriſt was conceived 2 
it thus continued till 1752, when it was brought back 
to the iſt of January, I he Scots, from time immemorial, 
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obſerved the 25th cf March as the firſt day of the year, 
till November 27, 1599; when the firſt of January was 
ordered, by proclamation, to by the beginning of the year 
there. See Yeor, in the Work. Vol. II. a 
From theſe variations in the computation of time, re- 
ſpectipg the commencemcrt of ihe year, &c. we may ac- 
count for the difference af dates in the ſeveral hiſtorians.

Edward IV. a deſcendant by the mother's fide, of Lionel, 
duke of Clarence, Edward ILId's ſecond ſon, and fifth 
couſin of Henry VI. who was deſcended from the duke 
of Lancaſter, Edward IIId's third ſon, born Sept. 1442; 
elected king when Henry VI. was depoſed, Mar. 5, 
1461; crowned June 29 following; privately married 

lady Elizabeth Gray, widow of vir john Gray, of

(Sir Ifaac Newton 
ſays, 627 before Chriſt), Romulus, a deſcendant 
of Æneas, was the firſt king. It had then about 

1000 houſes; the city was near a mile in compaſs, 

and had about ſeven or eight miles territory. Italy 

was at this time divided into {ſmall independent 
fates, which one after another were annexed to 
the Roman territories, by alliance and conqueſt.

Roſe, White and red, were diſtinctions given to the 
houſes of Vork and Lancaſter, 1454. The white roſe 
Scottiſh was firſt worn by David II. of Scotland, at a 
tournament, and when a priſoner at Windſor, it after- 
wards became a party badge, but had no connexion 
with the Vork-roſe.
